How to Cover a Book. 

How many boys and girls know how to 
cover a book properly--that ia, a0 as to cet 
the corners equare and even? It ie not hari 
after you have been shown, though tis 
not easy to guess. Pat the book in the 
center of a sheet of paper large enough to 
allow two inches to be turned in at the top, 


bottom, and sides. Fold the cover over the 
sides, and crease it eo that it will not slip. 
Then cut diagonally from the top and bot. 
tom of the paper to points just a little be- 
ond where the book will open. In many 
ke this may be determined easily by the 
binding. Cut straight slite from the top 
and bottom of the paper to the four corners 
of the edges. Then fold the paper formic, 
thé extension of the sides down between 
the book and the part of the paper cover 
| which folds over the top. This will mabe 
each corner perfectly equare. When vsing 
cloths it ie better to fold the corners rather 
than te elit them, as the cloth is apt to fray, 
but they should always be turned ani 
folded so as to come outside the book itseit, 
between it and the cover.

Queen Ranavalona and the Premicr-tus- 
hand Who Rules. 


Dr, Meyer d’Estray describes in the Journ- 
al des Economiates of latest date the court 
ofthe sovereign of Madagascar. Ranavalona 
11I., the reigning Queen, suys Dr. d’Estray, 
is far from having delicate features, and her 
complexion is considerably darker than 
most of ber subjects, Her figure is above 
medium height. She dresses in European 
garments, and upon state occasions wears & 
robe of red veivet and a crown of guild. 
Her usual residence ie not the enormous 
three-story palace Moja Kamiadena, built 
for Ranavalona I. by a French architect, 
but a stone mansion hard by called the 
Palace of »lasandro, arranged in good taste 
and with proper regard to comfort. The 
Queen’s supreme power is only apparent, 
the real sovereign being her husband and 
Prime Minister, Raiuilairivoni, a man of 
65, who has seen three Queens on the 
throne and has for thirty years brought 
tenipeet or fair weather to the State, as 
seemed to him best. He is small and lean 
and rich, His wavy hair bespeaks hie, 
humble origin, Under an air of good- 
fellowship he conceals extreme enefgy, an 
iron will, and much keenaess of intellect.

He lives in the Palace of Zanovola, called 
the! Silver House, because, when it was 
built for Prince Rakoto, son of a former 
Queen, the Prince caused it to be studded 
with silver nails and furnished with silver 
locks, The Premier-King dressee plainly 
save op great occasions, when he wears a 
dolman of white satin, embroidered with 
gold; short trousers ending in white 
stockings, with ribboned garters; great 
busking, with very high heels, and suspend- 
ed from his shoulder a croas bele, heavy 
with gold, which supports a sabre, whose 
ecabbard of black leather is encrusted with 
gold. Round his neck he wears the co!lar 
of s commander of the French Legion of 
Ronor.

AGRICULTURAL 


The Outlet of Tile Drains. 
The outlet of a tile drain should not be 


of tile. A more stable ending to a drain 
is needed to resist the action of frost, | 


washing, eto, It is beat to bave the outlet 
constructed of stone or brick, or toth, and 
to have the opening covered with fine wire 


Netting to keep out small animals, The 
stones or brick should be laid in cement. 
The illustration gives a suggestion of how 
the work may well bedone. In warm 
climates earthenware gratings attached to 
vitrified or glazed tile may be used instead 
of iron netting. 


Commercial Grape Growing. 
Grape growing is no exception to the rule 
that every industry, ae it develope, is con- 
tinually changing. If itis profitable, strong 
competition comes in, and then new and 
cheaper methods must be adopted. A few 
years ago grapes were grown 1p many 
sections andshipped to market without any 
particular system. This haphazard practice 
is still carried on in some localities, but at 
no profit to the producer. In 1390 grapes 
netted the grower 24c per 8-ib basket, In 
1894 12}c per basket was the average, and 
future prices will, in all protability, be 
even lower. It is, therefore, essential that 
perfect system and closeattention to detaile 
be observed, otherwise the business will be 
a losing one. A vineyard must be located 
on high ground, free from epring frost, or @ 
single night may destroy a year’s prospects, 
The soil must he productive, or the yield 
will not be sufficient to pay expenses, On 
poor, sandy soils, barnyard manure has 
been used with good resuita, especially 
when applied in connection with wood 
ashes. Let the system of praning and 
training be the simpleet and most in- 
expersive. Other fruits are self support- 
ing ; but the grape must have ite treilie, 
which even with cheap wire and posts, is 
the most costly item in the vineyard. The 
old plan of spur pruning must be abandoned. 
It Jeaves too much wood, and the fruit ie a 
mass of imperfect clusters, which frequent- 
ly fail to ripen preperly. ‘The Koiflen 
system, of four horizontal canes of the 
previous year’s growth, has proved the 
most successiul and is being universally 
adopted. Under thie aystem the clusters 
are of good size and seldom fail to ripen 
properly. Pruningcan be done more rapidly, 
workmen *‘ catch on” to this method more 
readily and are lesa likely to destroy the 
usefulness of the vine by carelessness. 

Regular and aystematic cultivation is 
most essential to success. During spring 
and early summer, if a spell of wet weather 
comes on, the vines mus: be sprayed with 
bordeaux mixture to prevent ret and anth- 
racnose. It is always a good plan to spray | 
before thé bude start in. spring, ae chis 
prevents mischief later on. To start a 
vineyard new each acre will require the 
following expenditure :

country are never exactly the same as those 
in another, we can get many helpf:! Suge 
gestions from the experiences c! farmers 
in other lands, An official investigation of 
the agricultural depression in Great Bri:a:y 
e being carried on. A reports of tne 
agricultural condition in Yorkshire oon 


tains many suggestive statements. One o} 


these relate to the advantage which 
comes to the farmers from having cood 
local markets because of the iron and = eoai 
mines and many manofacturing c:ties in 
the ebire. There iea large variety of pro- 
duct from the farms, in good part deter- 
mined by the soil,in part by the loca) 
market conditions, 

The size of farms Varies much ; from 150 
to 180 acres is the rule near large towns. 


| Where hill grazing land is the cinef part of 


the tarms some reach 2,000 acres. In con- 
trast with some other parte of England, 
most of the tenants on farms under 3.) 
acres are properly classed as ‘“*workin, 
farmers,” many of the smaller farms beir, 
worked by the family of the tenant, as 
is the custom with both tenante and owners 
in thie country.
